A mild  epidemic  of  influenza  was  prevalent  in  tiic  district  during 
.7  obruary  and  liar  eh  and  also  a number  of  eases  of  Gorman  Ilcaslcs  occurred  during 
the  summer  months.  A severe  epidemic  of  measles  was  prevalent  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  and  this  spread  throughout  the  District* 

With  the  exception  of  Measles,  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in 
the  District  was  again  comparatively  low.  Of  the  total  number  of  Scarlet  Dover 
cases,  9 occurred  in  Children’s  Camps  and  2 in  Public  Institutions,  leaving  15 
out  of  the  number  which  occurred  amongst  the  resident  population.  Also  6 of  the 
Diphtheria  cases  occurred  in  Camps  and  2 Public  Institutions,  leaving  only  2 
which  occurred  among  the  normal  population,  one  of  those  being  nasal.
